Tbe force in the 'Pension Bureau' has been so 
reduced by the Democratic House that it takes 
eighteen months "or a soldier to receive a reply 
to an application for a pension, probably time 
enough to die, but the House can afford twice 
the number of em;) oyes necessary.

Ih order to draw pay for them 


in December, he swore that only zS were din- 
ployed fiom Dec. I to Dec. 16, but contrary to 
law he also drew the |>ay for 28 pages for the 
last half of December, when Congress was not 
in session, and thus was enabled to pay the 
double number. 
The shifts which the Door- 


keeper wa>. compel ed to make to keep this large 
number on the pay-roll are very ingenious. 
Perhaps the most interesting part of the inves- 
tigation was in regard to the way tbe "Soldiers 
Roll" had been fiflrd. Those on this roll were 
to l>e by law "trippltd and disablfii 
if>/tjif>s," 


and were to perform ligfu duties. 
Previous 


Congresses had had men without arms or legs 
011 this pay roll, but recently these luties have 
!>«eii performed by strong, healthy men. Dur- 
ing the recent inve»ligation the men on this pay- 
roll have lieen examined. Mr. Frye, of Maine, 
delivered * most caustic speech on this subject, 
which wilt prove to !>e interesting reading for 
disabled Democratic soldiers. 
Mr. Polk said 


It was diRicaSt to keep this toll «rf only 14 men 
full of crippled soldiers, l>ccausc Congressmen 
were continually pressing men who had not 
been in the army for these positions.
